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1978 “NEW” YEAR 
FOR NEBRASKA BASEBALL 


New. That one word best describes the current Nebraska baseball team 
as it prepares for the upcoming 1978 collegiate campaign. 

First, there’s new head coach John Sanders, who succeeds Tony Sharpe, 
Nebraska's head mentor for the last 31 years. Last year, Sanders was Sharpe's 
top assistant, while gaining previous coaching experience at the high school 
and junior college ranks. Just as important as his coaching experience, 
Sanders played five years of pro ball, 1964-68, with the Kansas City Athletics 
and New York Mets organizations. 

Second, there's the newly refurbished Husker Diamond, complete with 
an Astro-Turf infield and covered dugouts, Future plans for the Husker 
home consist of permanent bleachers and a covered press box. 

And third, there's a new, winning attitude among Nebraska's 10 return- 
ing lettermen, including five starters, from last year’s team that was 29-13 
overall, the winningest record in Nebraska history. 

Leading the way in 1978 is 6-1, 185 pound sophomore left fielder Joe 
Scherger, a second team All Big 8 performer last year. 

In '7, Scherger was the ’s No. 2 batter, with a .364 average, He 
was No. 1 in hits (43), No. 2 in homers (8), No. 3 in runs (33) and 
No. | in stolen bases (13). He also set a Husker record of 41 runs batted 
in, breaking the old mark of 38 set by Bob Cerv in 1950.

Not only does Scherger have a potent bat, but he only made four 
errors in 69 attempts in left field for a fine fielding average of .945. 

Sanders describes Scherger as a “complete ball player.” “He gives 100 
per cent all the time,” Sanders said. “Whether it’s in practice or during a 
game, you know he will hustle and get the job done.” 

Joining Scherger as returning starters for the Huskers are seniors, first 
baseman and captain Larry Winum (.230), third baseman Doug Miller (.271) 
and catcher-designated hitter Jon Henne (310), along with junior right 
fielder Tim Carroll (317). 

According to Sanders, one of Nebraska's team strengths in '78 is up 
the middle, at catcher, second base, shortstop and centerfield. 

Holding down the catching position will be Henne, junior college trans- 
fer Val Primante and freshman Stan Haas. Primante, from Mt. San Antonio 
JC in Walnut, Calif., batted .340 last year. Haas is unique because not 
only can he play the catching position, but he can also be used as a 
utility infielder. 

At second base, the Huskers will be represented by sophomore Steve 
Oakley and at shortstop, it will be junior John Russo. Oakley, hit .342 
last year as a freshman at Arizona Western College in Yuma, while Russo 
batted .380 as a sophomore at Merramac JC in St. Louis. 

Providing infield depth for Oakley, Russo, Winum at first and Miller 
at third, will be sophomores, Chuck Schnoor and Pete O'Brien. Schnoor, 
who has fine reaction time, last year batted .200 as a rookie Husker, while 
O’Brien, who can play first or the outfield, performed last year at Mon- 
terrey, Calif. Peninsula JC.

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Centerfield will be manned by junior Danny Dixon, who Sanders describes 
as an “excellent fielder”. Last year at Grossmont College in El Cajon, Calil., 
Dixon batted .385, 


Depth in the outfield for Dixon, Scherger in left and Carroll in right, 
will come from senior letterman Bob Gebler, who in 1977 hit .250 for the 
Huskers as a junior. 


Pitching, that segment of the game which can make or break any team, is 
described by Sanders as “young with great potential.” 


Leading the mound corps will be last year starters and lettermen, junior 
righthander Jeff Costello and sophomore lefthander Clif{ Faust, Costello, 
in '77, was 4-5 with a 444 earned run average, while Faust was 3-3, with a 
3.72 ERA. 


Newcomers who will be added to the Huskers starting rotation are junior 
Tim Peuit, sophomore Marc DiBenedetti and freshman Bruce Sampson. 
Pettit posted a 7-2 and 2.38 ERA effort last year at El Camino JC in Los 
Angeles, DiBenedetti was 6-2 with an 1.70 ERA mark at Arizona Western 
in 1977 as a freshman, while Sampson last Spring led Missouri ‘Truman High 
School (Independence, Mo.) to the Missouri State Championships with a 7-2 
and 2.20 ERA. performance. 


Bullpen help can be expected from sophomore letterman Gary Nolting 
(2-0, 5.09 ERA), and second-year reserves Mike Hansen and Jim Larkin. 


Newcomers who can help the Husker pitching cause are freshmen ‘Tim 
Burke from Omaha, David Lange from Chicago and Doug Kaltenberger 
from Lincoln, 


Nebraska's schedule is demanding, 67 total games, including 24 home 
contests, a two-week Texas winter swing, a week trip to the University of 
Hawaii, a three-day tournament at the University of Colorado and the 
always tough fight in the Eastern Division of the Big 8 for a postseason 
playoff spot. 


Again this year, the Big 8 will be divided into two divisions, the East 
(Nebraska, Missouri, Kansas and Iowa State) and the West (Oklahoma, 
Oklahoma St, Kansas St. and Colorado). The top two teams at the end 
of regular season play then advance to Oklahoma City for the third annual 
Big 8 Postseason Playoff on May 17-22. 


And despite its fine overall record last year, Nebraska was 5-7 (third place) 
in the Eastern Division in ‘77, failing to qualify for the playoffs, which is 
something that Sanders would like to rectify in 1978. 


“Winning the nonconference games is nice, but the Big 8 games are 
what counts,” he said, “Our goal is to get to the playoffs this year. I realize 
we have a young team, but with the schedule we have, our young players 
will haye a chance to mature and grow as our schedule gets harder.” 
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1977 PERSONNEL LOSSES 


Tt was no fluke that the Huskers last year were 29-18 overall, the 
winningest record in the school’s history.. Much of the thanks for 
that fine year go to three starters and one front line pitcher, all who 
have departed through the graduation route. 

Nebraska’s top hitter last year was centerfielder Paul Haas, who 
finished the season with a .368 average. Haas, a first team All Big 8 
selection in 1977, departed the Husker scene with three NU career 
records, total bases (182), hits (119), and at bats (417). 

Another first team All Big 8 selection from last year was designated 
hitter Steve McManaman. Last year, ‘Big Mac’ hit .302 and led the 
team in runs (37) and homeruns (9). McManaman was also a double 
threat, as he had a 6-0 record on the mound with a $.60 earned run 
average and 48 strikeouts. He also left his name in the Nebraska record 
book, with two season marks, runs (37) and pitching record (6-0), along 
with one career record, doubles (20). After graduation, McManaman 
signed and is currently playing pro ball in the Minnesota Twins 
organization. 

A third departed starter who will be missed is two-year infield 
performer Jeff King. Although King last year batted only 164, he had 
a fine .925 fielding average at second base. As a starter in 1976, King 
batted .250 and played third base. 

On the mound last year, the Huskers had a second team All Big 8 
selection, left hander Kirk Eymann. In 1977, he was with an 
ERA of 1.75 and 57 strikeouts. Eymann’s four year mark as a starting 
Husker hurler was 14-13, with 172 strikeouts and an ERA of 3.39.

THE COACHES 
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HEAD COACH JOHN SANDERS 


Nebraska first year head coach John Sanders is the best example of the 
‘new’ Husker baseball program. 

In less than a year as the Cornhuskers head man, he has already: 

—Spearheaded a fund drive that refurbished Husker Diamond, provid- 
ing the NU home with an AstroTurf infield and covered dugouts. Future 
plans for the field call for permanent bleachers and a covered press box. 

—Had a great recruiting year, as the Huskers landed seven top junior 
college prospects and three fine prep performers. 

—Got the Huskers headed in th right direction (o improve on last year’s 
29-13 overall mark, the best in Husker history. 

Success is nothing new for Sanders, as his baseball career, from American 
Legion ball, to the pros, to coaching, has been painted with good fortune. 

Sanders baseball career goes back to 1960, the first year he played 
American Legion baseball in Grand Island, Neb. He continued his Legion 
career until 1964, when his baseball life really got rolling. 

In 1964, Sanders was the Nebraska Prep Athlete of the Year, lor his 
performance as a prepster in football, basketball and tack. But his first 
interest, baseball, won out over the other sports as on his high school 
graduation night, Sanders signed a professional baseball contract with the 
Kansas City Athletics, The A's representative that night in Grand Island was 
Whitey Herzog, now the manager of the Kansas City Royals. 

For the next five years, Sanders played professional ball in the Kansas 
City and New York Mets organizations. By playing in A, AA and AAA ball, 
along with a stint in the majors (Kansas City) in 1965, Sanders was laying 
the foundation for what he would be doing later in life, coaching. 

During his pro career, he also attended the University of Northern 
Colorado, obtaining his Bachelor and Master Degrees, while coaching base- 
ball at the University High School in Greeley and UNG, under Coach Pete 
Butler, 

Sanders first head coaching job came in 1974 at Chemeketa Community 
College in Salem, Ore. At Chemeketa, Sanders took a nonscholarship  pro- 
gram and raised it to the .500 level as his first collegiate team went 13-13. 
His coaching career was off and running. 

For the first half of the 1975 college baseball season, Sanders was. the 
assistant head coach at Arizona Western College in Yuma. He got promoted 
to head coach during the latter half of the season, and the Matadors went 
on to post a season ending 10-2 mark under Sanders’ leadership. 

‘The next year, 1976, at Arizona Western, Sanders squad was 24-13 and 
qualified for the regional playoffs. But 76 was to be his last year in the 
junior college ranks as in the summer of 1976 Sanders became the assistant 
coach at the University of Nebraska. 

Nebraska's season in 1977, under head coach Tony Sharpe and assistant 
Sanders, was the best the Huskers have had in history, as NU was 29-13 
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overall. During that campaign, the Cornhuskers had four players earn first 
or second team All Big 8 honors, with three season and four career NU 
baseball records broken. 

The Huskers fine 1977 effort is something that Sanders hopes to 
improve on in 1978. “Last year, was very good for Nebraska baseball," he 
said. “But we can't rest on past laurels. We have the talent and potential 
to he just as good or better in 1978." 

And the way Sanders coaching career has skyrocketed in just five short 
years, the Nebraska baseball program had beter hnckle its seatbelt because 
its on the way—up!

Ron Johnette, who for the last seven years has been the head baseball 
coach at Millard High School, enters his first year as a Nebraska assistant 
baseball coach under head mentor John Sanders. 

Joknette, who had been the coach at Millard since 1971, led the 
Indians to six state tournaments, including a first place finish in 1976. His 
overall mark at Millard was 239-98. 

Johnette graduated from Nebraska in 1969 and also earned his Master's 
from NU in 1976, While a student at the University, Johneue lettered 
three years as a catcher and first baseman on the Husker baseball team. 

As a prepster, he attended Omaha Benson and was All Metro three years 
in baseball and two years in basketball. He graduated from Benson in 1965. 


DAVE UNDERWOOD 


Dave Underwood, former head baseball coach at Omaha Burke High 
School, enters his first year on the Nebraska baseball staff as a part-time 
coach. 

Underwood has a career prep mark of 335-169, including Class A baseball 
championships at Burke in 1972 and 1975. During Underwood's tenure, the 
Bulldogs also won the Metro Championship in 1973-74. 

Along with his parttime coaching duties at Nebraska, Underwood will 
also be a part-time instructor at Lincoln East High School. He is a 1966 
graduate of the University of Nebraska and prepped at Omaha North High 
School. 
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Nebraska’s 1978 Non-Conference Opponents— 
Tough Schedule Ahead For The Huskers 


Nebras 1978 collegiate baseball schedule consists of 67 games, includ+ 
ing 24 home encounters, a two-week winter trip to Texas, a week's jaunt 
to Hawaii and a weekend tournament at the University of Colorado, 


‘The Huskers begin the season with a two-week wip to Texas and 
open at Dallas University on March 12 and on March 14 against Southern 
Methodist, Independent Dallas last year was 16-31 overall as Nebraska beat 
the Crusaders $1 in a seven inning contest in 1977. SMU was 14-83 overall 
and 1-22 (ninth place) in the Southwestern Conference. The Mustangs are 
led by first baseman-pitcher Gordon Ricossa (.360), the league's top return- 
ing hitter. 


Austin College is Nebraska's next stop on March 15, then at North 
exas St. on March 16 and at Sam Houston St. on March 17. All independ- 
Austin College was 5-26 and North Texas St. was 19-23, while Sam 
Houston St. had a fine overall mark of 87-16, Nebraska beat Austin Col- 
lege in 1977 at Sherman, 8-0 and 4-0. 


On March 19-20, the Cornhuskers are at Lamar for a two-day series. 
‘The Cardinals in '77 were 37-14 overall and 13-2. (first place) in the South- 
land Conference. Leading Lamar in 1978 will be second baseman Joc 
McCann (.809) and pitchers Mike Morgal (63, 3.88) and Keith Lloyd (41). 


Following the Lamar series, the Huskers continue playing in Southeastern 
Texus, as they're at Rice on March 21, face Northwest Louisiana St. at Beau 
mont on March 22 and play at Houston on March 23. 


Rice was 15-26 overall and 7-15 (eighth place) in the Southwestern 
Gonference in 1977. The Owls are led by third baseman Robert deLecuw 


(.842) and pitcher Allan Ramirez. Northwest Louisiana St. was 16-30 overall 
and was paced by senior Curtis Ardoin, a .324 career hitter, Houston, 27-17 


overall and 11-12 (sixth place) in the Southwest, are led by shortstop Steve 
Kovar (.374) and pitcher John Shannon (3-0, 2.28). 


Before returning w Lincoln, Nebraska stops in Dallas to play Kent St. 
on March 24. The Golden Flashes were 17-20 overall and 3-18 (10th place) 
in the Mid-American Gonference last. y U is led by centerfielder Jeff 
Ironside (308) and pitchers Joe Darpinski and Don Price. 


‘The Huskers open at home on March 28-29 against St. Cloud State and 
on March 30 inst Buena Vista. St, Cloud State was 15-14 overall and 
12-8 (fourth place) in the North Intercollegiate Conference, while Buena 
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Vista was 19-12 overall and 8-4 (third place) in the Iowa Intercollegiate Ath- 
letic Conference last year. At Lincoln in ‘77, Nebraska beat St. Cloud State 
11-7 and Buena Vista 4-2 and 6-0. 


April 4-7, NU travels to Honolulu and faces one of last year’s best col- 
lege baseball teams, the University of Hawaii Rainbows. As an independent 
in ‘77 (UH is ready to join the Western Athletic Conference in 1978) the 
Rainbows were 43-13 and qualified for the NGAA playoffs, Top player is 
sophomore pitcher Derek ‘Tatsuno, who was 11-2 with an earned run aver- 
age of 887 and 146 strikeouts to lead the nation, Best hitters are All Re- 
gional third baseman Curt Watanabe (.328) and Dean Hall (317). 


The Cornhuskers return home on April 10 to face rival Creighton, a 
team Nebraska will face seven times in 1978. Last year as an independent, 
now Greighton is in the Missouri Valley with new head coach Jerry Bartee, 
the Bluejays were 15-18. NU beat Creighton three times last year, 91, 9-1 
and 6-4, while losing 3-0. 


April 18, Kansas Wesleyan comes to Lincoln's Husker Diamond. ‘The 
Coyotes were 7-18 last year.

Nebraska entertains Morningside on 2, a team that was 20-20 over- 
all and 4-8 (third place tie) in the North Central Conference's Southern 
Division, The Huskers beat the Chiefs -7 and 7-3 in Lincoln last year. 


On May 46, NU travels to Boulder to participate in the University of 
Colorado Baseball ‘Tournament, During their three day stay in the Rockies, 
the Huskers will play five games. 


And of course, during the course of the 1978 collegiate campaign there’s 
the always tough Big 8 Conference play. For the second straight year, the 
Big 8 will be divided into two divisions, the Kan 
sas and Towa St.) and the West (Oklahoma St. and 
Colorado). At the end of regular season play, the top two teams from cach 
division will play in the third annual Big 8 Postseason Playoffs on May 
1721 in Oklahoma City.

A Tribute To William D. ‘Tony’ Sharpe 


After serving as the Nebraska baseball coach for the last 81 years, 
Tony Sharpe retired last summer. 


It was apporpriate that Sharpe’s last year was his best, as Nebraska's 
1977 squad was 29-18 overall, the winningest in Husker history. 


In his 31 years as a Cornhusker, Sharpe compiled a mark of 399- 
388. In the Big 8 during his tenure, Nebraska won the conference 
crown twice, was runnerup six times and finished above the .500 mark 
on 16 occasions. 


Baseball wasn’t the only sport in Sharpe's life, as he was the 
Cornhuskers assistant basketball coach in the 1940's under Harry 
Good and in the ‘50's under Jerry Busch. 


Sharpe is still with the Husker Athletic Department, as the coordi- 
nator of the Nebraska Beef Club, a Cornhusker fund raising organi- 
zation. 


For his lifetime effort as a Husker coach and fund raiser, the 
Omaha Sportscasters Association last January presented Sharpe with 
its Merit Award for his years of service at NU.
